Colonel Lord Montagu of Beaulieu, 
British scientist and soldier, recently 
g$vo an interview on the part that he 
felt England and America together 
could play in an extensive manufac­ 
ture of aeroplanes. 
Ile said: “If there 
were a regular system of aerial at­ 
tacks 
on

munitions

towns of Westphalia and also on the 
bri dges of the Rhine not only would 
there follow tremendous destruction of 
the German munition fa ctori es and, 
as an Inevitable corollary, dimunitlon 
of supplies, but also grave Interfer­ 
ence with their transport communica­ 
tions. 
“ A united air service would be able 
to Initiate Bs own offensive and Itself 
become responsible for the protection 
of the realm from hostile air squadrons.
